DETAILED ACTION 



Drawings 

Figure 2 should be designated by a legend such as -Prior Art— because only that which is 
old is illustrated. See MPEP § 608.02(g). Corrected drawings in compliance with 37 CFR 
1 . 12 1(d) are required in reply to the Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. The 
replacement sheet(s) should be labeled "Replacement Sheet" in the page header (as per 37 CFR 
1 84(c)) so as not to obstruct any portion of the drawing figures. If the changes are not accepted 
by the examiner, the applicant will be notified and informed of any required corrective action in 
the next Office action. The objection to the drawings will not be held in abeyance.

Specification 

The disclosure is objected to because of the following informalities: the specification 
does not have a "Brief Description of the Drawings" section. Appropriate correction is required. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 



The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the 
subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 1-3 are rejected as failing to define the invention in the manner required by 35 
U.S.C. 112, second paragraph. 

The claim(s) are narrative in form and replete with indefinite and functional or 
operational language. The structure which goes to make up the device must be clearly and 
positively specified. The structure must be organized and correlated in such a manner as to 
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present a complete operative device. The claim(s) must be in one sentence form only. Note the 
format of the claims in the vatent(s) cited . 

In the claims, it is unclear as to whether the subcombination of the tool or the tool in 
combination with the fishing reel is being claimed. 

With respect to claim 1 , the recitation "the level wind mechanism" lacks positive 
antecedent basis in the claim. 

With respect to claim 2, the recitation "the fishing reel spool" lacks positive antecedent 
basis in the claims. On lines 5-6, the recitation "the exposed end" lacks positive antecedent basis 
in the claims. On line 7, the recitation "the fishing reel level wind mechanism" lacks positive 
antecedent basis in the claims. 

With respect to claim 3, it is unclear as to what constitutes a "suitable" material and an 
"adequate period time". 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §102 
The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S. C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

Claims 1-3 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by U.S. Patent no. 
861,874 to Macy. 

Macy, in Figure 1 for example, discloses a tool consisting of a handle 10 with a flexible 
modified loop 19 that is an integral part of, or securely attached to, one end of the handle 10. 
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The tool is made of a material that is "suitable" for use both fresh and saltwater environments 
and will float for an adequate period of time to allow recovery should the tool fall into the water.
